When the 
proper animal for serum purposes is 
located, infantile paralysis will be 
controlled.” ; 

“Dr. Aycock pointed. out that a 
somewhat similar problem confronted 
science when the diphiheria germ was 
first isolated and finally it was found 
diphtheria serum could be made from 
the blood of the horse. 

“The infantile paralysis germ is 
too small to be detected éven by the 
most powerful microscope,” Dr. Ay- 
cock said, “but its presence was 
proved by evidence of growth, He 
denied that an infantile paralysis 
epidemic existed. He pointed out 
that in Massachusetts there has been 
one-fourth the number of cases re- 
ported this year as compared to 1916. 

“Parents need not worry,” he sald, 
“Fatalities from automobile  acci- 
dents are far greater than the num- 
ber caused by this disease. Many 
children who have once had the dis- 
ease will not have it again.”

Britain’s oldest V.C. Colonel Sir 
Edward Talbot. Thackeray, has died 
at Bordighera, in his ninety-first year. 
He was an Indian Mutiny veteran and 
a cousin of the novelist Thackeray. 
He won the Victoria Cross at the 
Siege of Delhi, the incident . being 
described in the “London Gazette” of 
Aprit 29, 1862, as follows: — 

“Edward Talbot Thackeray, 2nd 
Lt., Bengal Engineers. For cool in- 
tegrity and chatacteristic daring in 
extinguishing a fire in the Delhi 
magazine enclosure on September 16, 
1857, under a close and heavy mus- 
ketry fire from the enemy, at the im-

Montreal.—The gross. earnings of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway for 
August were $17,258,634, an increase 
of $528,460 over the gross earnings 
during the same Month in 1926.

WHO PAYS FOR 
IRRIGATION SYSTEM 

The next meeting of the Bassano 
Board of Trade should be an inter- 
esting session. Th chief topic of 
discussion will probably be whether 
or not the board is responsible for 
the entire cost of building the town 
irrigation system. 

When the board undertook to fi- 
nance th irrigation project, there 
seems to have been some misunder- 
standing ds to what extend the board 
was responsible. It was estimated 
the cost of building the system would 
be. about $5,000. The board has al- 
ready paid $2,800 toward the cost 
of the system. There yet remains 
a balance of something like $1,900 to 


! be paid,*the actual cost, of building 


being less than the $5,000 estimate. 

The Board of Trade decided at 
their last-mee‘ing to pay to the town 
the sum of $200. This amount, 
added to the $2,800 already paid, 
makes a total of $3,000, which am- 
ount records show, the board is re- 


sponsible for. 

The Mail feels that the Board of 
Trade is responsible for the full cost 
of the irrigation scheme. That 


there ig no record clearly defining 
this is unfortunate, and has been 
the cauSe of all the argument. 

The thing?to “ao now, and which 
will probably be done atthe next 
meeting of the board, is to come to 
a clear understanding on this point, 
and arrange a definite plan of pay- 
ment for the balance of the amount. 
An arrangement of this kind would 
Meet with the approyal of practically 
every member of the board.
